CAUSE IS UNKNOWN. 



One of the Mikado's First 
Class Battleships, Flag- 
ship of Togo. 



Tokio, Sept. 12.— The Navy De- 
partment announces that the battle- 
ship Mikasa has been destroyed by 
fire and the explosion of her maga- 
zine, causing the loss of 599 lives, 
including men of other ships who 
went to the rescue. 

The fire started from an unknown 
cause at midnight on Sunday night, 
Sept. 10. Before the officers could 
rescued the fire reached the aft 
magazine, which exploded, blowing 

hole in the port side of the 
below the water line and causing the 
ship to sink. 

An investigation is now being held 
to determine the cause of the fire. 

The Mikasa was afirst-cl^ battle- 
ship of 15,200 tons disphlement. 
She was built in England and was 
launched in 1902. The battleship 
as 400 feet long, had a speed of 
ver 18 knots and carried a crew of 
935 officers and men. 

She was Admiral Togo's flagship 
and led the fleet in the battle of the 
Sea of Japan. 

In this battle the Mikasa was the 
heaviest loser of all the Japan 
ships, having sixty-three killed and 
wounded. She approached nearer to 
Russians than any other battle- 
ship. 

The Mikasa was also the flagship 
of Admiral Togo after the great 
naval battle fought off Port Arthur, 
on August 10, 1904, on which occasion 
the Japanese flagship also suffered 
the most killed on the fighting line. 
On that occasion the Mikasa had four 
officers and twenty-nine men killed, 
six officers and twenty-nine men 
severely wounded and four officers 
and twenty-nine men slightly 
wounded.

The festival was established 
more than 2,000 years ago. and it owes 
its name to the aoi or hollyhock, with 
which those In the procession decorate 
their heads. 

The nobles and the priests appointed 
for the various functions by the 
perlal household department, assemble 
in the imperial palace at 7:30 a. m., 
tired in ancient court costumes, which 
never see the light of day except on 
this occasion, and the procession starts 
from the main gate of the palace about 
sight o'clock. The mounted nobles 
are followed by a number of servants 
in ancient costume, some holding ten- 
gats (state umbrellas), while other at- 
tendants, dressed In white, carry bask- 
contalnlng sacred things: and be- 
hind these comes the imperial chariot, 
irn by a beautiful black bull pro- 
fusely decorated with crimson cords 
and with the emperor's' crest on the 
white silk coverlet. 

When the procession arrives at the 
ancient Shinto temple of Sbimogamo, 
religious ceremony takes place, and 
the emperor's representative men pre- 
sents the emperor's letter to the tem- 
pll. after making Sampaikuhai— three 
ceremonial oows and nine bows— while 
the lord abbot and high priests ,ln 
quaint costumes, carry out the custom- 
ary rites with great solemnity.

In the letter the writer, 
who signs himself Charles Herzig, 
says: 

"Dear Mr. Byer:— In the early 
saventies Charles Sterling, a sup- 
posed tramp, was tried for the mur 
der of Miss Lizzie Grimbacker. a 
beautiful young woman residing 
near Youngstown, in Mahoning 
county, 0. He was convicted on 
circumstantial evidence and was 
hanged for the crime in the county 
jail at Youngstown. 

"Charles Sterling was an innocent 

an. I am guilty of the murder of 
the young girl. "Chas. Herzig." 

Mr. Byer and his neighbors have 
made a search without success for 
the body of Herzig. 

ONE WHO REMEMBERS. 
Pittsburg, Sept. 13.— David Jones, 
a well known newspaper man of 

this city, who reported the Grim 
backer murder case over twenty 
years ago, remembers the case well. 
He said to-day: 

"The crime caused intense excite- 
ment throughout Ohio and this part 
of the country. Miss Grimbacker 
was about 17 years old and very 
beautiful. She was found in the 
bushes between Youngstown and 
Holland with a veil tied tightly 
around her throat. Charles Sterling, 
the tramp who was hanged for the 
crime, was seen in the vicinity dur 
ing the day and was convicted on 
purely circumstantial evidence. He 
was tried twice, the jury disagree 
ing at the first trial. A woman 
from Canada, who said she 
Sterling's mother, came to see him 
before he was hanged, but Jshe wf s 
denied by Sterling."

showed their original height. A group 
of the early kings who had worked 
here were commemorated together: 
Seneferu, Mentuhotop. Amenemhat I. 
and Senusert I. (4000 to 2500 B. C). 
The heads of the goddess Hat-hor 
on the tops of the pillars of about 150i>

tiful statuette of the great Queen Thyl

No 
furring is required, the hard plaster 
finish of the walls and ceilings being 
applied direct. 

The use of wood is reduced to a 
minimum. The roofs are tile and 
even the porch columns are of ce- 
ment. The tiling of the porch ioof 
rests on steel. 

Under the general adoption of this 
form of construction the element of 
cash has an important bearing. 
Each house represented a cost of 
$4,600, which was only $500 mor 
than frame and brick. They were 
cheaper in the long run. For one 
thing the insurance is reduced to 
minimum.

Another rea- 
son is that ordinary constructed 
houses deteriorate 4 per cent, per 
annum while these only deteriorate 
1-9 of 1 per cent, per year. Thus in 
the long run, the "Indestructible 
house" is the cheaper, more com- 
fortable, more sanitary and safer 
than the ordinary destructible.
